Japan 
has many cherry trees 
which possess nation-wide renown, 
due to beauty, size, history, legend 
or 
botanical 
peculiarities, 
writes 
Robert 
lountsler to the Baltimore 
Sun. 
The largest cherry tree m Japan 
is the Yamataka Shindalisakura in 
the grounds of a temple two and a 
half miles from Hinoharu station 
This ‘ Mountain-High Mythological- 
day Cherry,” to translate its name, 
rises 
thirty-five 
feet 
above 
the 
ground and has a trunk thirty-four 
feet in circumference. Of the equi­ 
nox species, this giant cherry tree 
has blossoms which turn from red­ 
dish to white. 
Among the extraordinary trees* is 
the Gcba-sakura, at the base of Fu­ 
jiyama , whose branches begin less 
than a yard from the ground. The 
trunk 
measures twenty-six 
f e e t 
around ind the leaves are reddish, 
the flowers white. 
Four lug trunks with a total cir- 
: umfere^ice of thirty-four grow from 
the same root of the Ishido Kaba- 
sakura. 
The Rosary-hanging Cher­ 
ry Tree of Daigo Temple, has seven 
trunks growing from the same root, 
while thi main trunk stands dead 
and rotting. 
The stone-splitting cherry tree 
has its roots buried in the cracks of 
a great granite rock in the grounds j 
of the law courts in Morioka. It is 
one of the famous cherry trees pro- 1 
tected by law’. 
As for Japan’s oldest cherry tree, J 
It is difficult to name this or that j 
tree as the most ancient in the em- 
pire. There are many old cherry j 
trees on the main island and. so far 1 
as appearances are concerned, some 
of the trees are so gnarled and hoary i 
hat they look as if they had come ! 
down from times immemorial, as le­ 
gend would have us believe. 
A tree w’hich various authorities : 
have agreed is at least 600 years old 
Is the W iterfall cherry tree of Mi- 
liaru. 
The E^erflowing cherry tree of 
Shirako is reputed to have blossoms j 
all the y< ar around, the blossoms of 
spring differing from those of au­ 
tumn in color and size, says Dr. : 
Manabu Miyoshi, noted botanical 
authority of the University of Tokio. 
"It has t en noted since the Toku- 
?awa period for the flowers it bears 
throughout the year and its leaves 
which never fall in winter,” Dr. Mi- 
roshi reports.

though the state payroll has shown 
an increase in the past 14 m onths, 
the employment of more workers 
has become necessary because of the 
added duties and problems of the 
adm inistration, Gov. Gifford 
P in ­ 
chot said in a statem ent today. 
In a letter dispatched to all news­ 
paper editors in the state, the Gov­ 
ernor answered critics w’ho have re ­ 
cently been striking at 
additions 
made to the state payroll under the 
Pinchot adm inistration. The gover­ 
nor asserted th at under his direction 
the payroll has increased 4.3 per 
cents, while the num ber of workers 
increased 4.8 per cent. 
Cites Statistics 
He cited statistics to show th at 
while payroll additions in all other 
departm ents have rem ained at a low 
level, state treasury empoyes have 
been increased 15 per cent and the 
payroll 15.7 per cent, and the audi­ 
tor general's departm ent staff has 
been increased 11 per cent w ith a 
payroll boost of 12.5 per cent. 
“The state treasurer and the audi­ 
tor general are in no way respon­ 
sible to the governor,” the statem ent 
read, asserting th at the two dep art­ 
m ents took on no new duties be­ 
tween January 1, 1930 and M arch 1, 
1932, when the increases w-ere noted. 
Forces Increased 
“Com plaints have been made of 
additions to the force in the gov­ 
ernor’s office. Additions have been 
made, ten, in fact, although the ap ­ 
propriation has not been increased. 
“But, if ever 
an 
increase 
was 
justified, th at is one. 
“At least three times as m uch mail 
is received and answered bv my of­ 
fice as by the office of Governor 
Fisher F iv: tim es as m any speeches 
are required of me as of Governor 
Fisher. The num ber of business cal­ 
lers is m any tim es greater, and they 
m ust receive the attention they have 
a right to expect. Unem ploym ent 
relief and other new' problems m ake 
m uch work. Even with the additional 
employes the governor’s force con­ 
stantly work« overtime. 
“There is not one 
unnecessary 
employe on my payroll.”

Ju st 20 years ago— on April 14- 
15, l.t 12, to be exact— the British 
liner Titai ic, bound from South­ 
ampton, England, to New York, 
on its maiden voyage, sank with 
the loss of 1,517 lives.
